hibition of bad fajth. Ags already mentioned by 
me, the exorbitant duty imposed on many an im- 
ported article by the Dingiley tariff’ was avow- 
edly intended by its author not to be permanent, 
but to serve temporarily as a maximum, from 
which fhe federal government was empowered to 
offer a reduction in return for an equivalent con- 
cession on the part of a foreign country. Presi- 
dent McKinley undertook honestly to carry out 
the purpose of this section of the act. A number 
of reciprocity agreements were negotiated, with- 
in the prescribed lmitations of two years, 
which, if ratified. would have had the 
two-feld result of cheapening many imported 
products for American consumers, and of opening 
and enlarging foreign markets to American pro- 
ducers. Not one of those agreements has met 
with the approval of the Republican masters of 
the Benate. Indeed they did not even permit their 
consideration. Ih view of the attitude of the pres- 
ent executive, no new agreement under the gen- 
eral treaty power need be expected from him. 
Nor does the Republican platform contain a 
favorable reference to one of the suspended 
treaties. This section of the Dingley act stands 
forth as a monument of legisiative cozenage and 
political bad faith. 


Independence for the Filipinos. 

In some quafters it has been assumed that fn 
the discussion of the Philippine question in my 
response, the phrase ‘self-government’ was in- 
tended to mean something less than independence. 
It was not Intended that it should be understood 
to mean, nor do I think as used it does mean less 
than independence.. However, to eliminate all pos- 
sibility for conjecture, I now state that I am ia 
hearty accord with that plank in our platform 
that favors doing for the Filipinos what we have 
already done for the Cubans; and I favor makiag 
the promise to them now that we shall take such 
action as soon as they are reasonably prepared 
for it. If independence, such as the Cubans en- 
joy, cannot be prudently granted to the Filipinos 
at thie time, the promise that it shall come the 
moment they are capable of receiving it will tend 
to stimulate rather than hinder their development. 
And this should be done not only in justice to the 
Filipinos, but to preserve our own rights; for a 
free people cannot withhold freedom from another 
people and themsélves remain free. The toleration 
of tyranny over others will soon breed contempt 
for freedom and self-government, and weaken our 
power of resistance to insidious usurpation of our 
constitutioral rights. 


American Citisenship, 

The pledge of the platforth to secure to our citi- 
tena. without distinction of race or creed, whether 
native born or naturalized, at home and abroad, 
the equal protection of the laws and the enjoy- 
ment of all the rights and privileges open to them 
under the covenants of our treaties, as ‘their 
just due, should be made good to them.

& passport issued by the government of the Unittd 
States te an American citizen shall be accepted 
the world over as proof of citizenship.

Under the laws of the United States the duty 
is imposed on the executive to proceed with due 
diligence in the work of constructing the canal. 
That duty should be promptly performed. 


American Shipping. 

Our commerce in American bottoms amounts to 
but 9 per cent of our total exports and imports. 
For # years prior to 1361, when the epublican 
party came into powér, our merchant marine car- 
ried an average of 830 per cent of our foreign com- 
merce. By 187/ it had dwindled to 27 per cent. Now 
we carry but a contemptibly small fraction of our 
exports and imports. 

American shipping in the foreign trade was 
greater by almost one hundred thousand tons in 
1810—nearly a hundred years ago—than it was last 
year.

The total cost of construction of the necessary 
headgates, dams, main canals, ditches, reservoirs 
and pumping stations was at that time a little 
over $93,000,000, which of itself suggests the hun- 
dreds of millions that may eventually be tnvested 
in the territory covered by the statute. The mag- 
nitude of the conception and the enormous ex- 
pense its carrying out involves, makes us realize 
the overwhelming importance of a broad, capable 
and honest administration of the work authorized 
by the statute, if effect is to be given to that part 
of the plan that relieves the country at large 
from ultimate liability. 


Panama Canal. 

An isthmian canal has long been the hope of 
our statesmen, and the avowed aim of the two 
great parties, as their .platforms in the past 
show.

American Shipping. 

Our commerce in American bottoms amounts to 
but 9 per cent of our total exports and imports. 
For 40 years prior to 1861, when the epublican 
party came into power, our merchant marine car- 
ried an average of 80 per cent of our foreign com- 
merce. By 187; it had @windled to 27 per cent. Now 
we carry but a contemptibly small fraction of our 
exports and imports. 

American shipping in the foreign trade was 
greater by almost one hundred thousand tons in 
1810—nearly a hundred years ago—than it was iast 
year. In the face of the continuous decline in the 
record of American shipping during the last 43 
years, the promise of the Republican party to 
restore it is without encouragement. The record 
of the Democratic party gives assurance that the 
task can be more wisely entrusted to it.

Whether the pur- 
poses of the bill will be fully accomplished must 
depend in large measure upon the ability, sobriety 
of judgment, tndependence and honesty of the 
officers of the interior department having this 
great work in charge.

The war closed nearly forty years ago. In the 
meantime many of our soldiers and aailors long 
survived the age of 62 and passed away without 
receiving any pension.

voke that order. But I go further and 
say that chat being done, I will contribute 
my effort toward the enactment of a law to be 
passed oy both houses of Congress and approved 
by the executive, that will give am age pension 
without reference to disability to the surviving 
heroes of the civil war; and under the provisions 
of which a pension may be accepted with dignity 
because of the consciousness that it comes as a 
just @ue from the people through their chosen 
representatives, and not as largess distributed by 


the chief executive. 


Foreign Relations. 


The foreign relations of the government have in 
late years assumed special importance. Prior to 
the acquisition of the Philippines we were prac- 
tically invulnerable against attacks by foreign 
states. Those tropical possessions, however, 7000 
miles from our shores, have changed ali this and 
have [ effect put us under bonds to keep the 
peace. The new conditions call for a manage- 
ment of foreign affairs the more circumspect in 
that the recent American invasion of foreign mar- 
kets in all parts of the world has excited the 
serious apprehension of all the great industrial 
peoples. It is essential, therefore, more than 
ever, to adhere strictly to the traditional policy 
of the country as formulated by its first Presi- 
dent and never, in my judgment, wisely departed 
from—to invite friendly relations with all nations 
while avoiding entangling allMances with any. 
Such a policy means the cultivation of peace in- 
stead of the glorification of war, and the minding 
of our own business in lieu of spectacular inter-

meddling with the affeirs of other nations. It 
means strict observance of the principles of iInter- 
national law an@ condemns the doctrine that a 
great state, by reason of its strength may right- 
fully appropriate the sovereignty or territory of a 
small state on account of its weakness. I[t means 
for other American states that we claim no rights 
and will assume no functions save those of oa 
friend and of an ally and dGefender as against 
European aggressions. It means that we repudl- 
ate the role of the American continental . police- 
man: that we refuse to act as debt collector for 
foreign states or their oitizens; that we respect 
the independent sovereignty of each Amg@rican 
state and its right to preserve order and olher- 
wise regulate its own internal affairs in its own 
way: and thet any Intervention in its affairs by 
us is limited to the single office of enabling its 
people to work out their own political and na- 
tional destiny for themselves free from the coer- 
cion of any European state.

Twenty-eight years have passed since the Dem- 
ecratic party of the state of New York, in cgn- 
vention assembled, recommended to the national 
Democracy the nomination of Samuel!

INESTIGATION 


Testimony of Patrolmen and Sani- 
tarium Physician Heard—Iowa 
Man Says Bullock Robbed Him. 


M. M. Swanson of Buxton, Io., identified 
Monday the body of H,. D. Bullock, who 
was shot am! fatally wounded near Del- 
mar Garden Friday night by John Hanson, 
an acting deputy sheriff, as that of one of 
three men who robbed him Thursday night 
at the Columbia Hotel, near Delmar Gar- 
den. 

Swanson went to the morgue at the re- 
quest of the St. Louj sauthorities and after 
looking at the face of the dead man gaid 
he was positive that he was one of the 
ropbers. 

Swaneon was robbed of $80 in money, a 
bank book, notes and two railroad tickets, 
Three men were concerned in the robbery, 
he says. Mat Leslie, oharged with being 
one of the trio, te locked up at Clayton. 

Monday, everything that had been stolen 
from Swanson, except the money, was re- 
turned to him by the World's Falr police. 
The articles were picked up Sunday night 
at Dreamland, a resort near the World's 
Fair, where they ha@ been thrown away. 

They were turned over to tive Roche 
and taken to the World’s Fair station and 
Swanson called there Monday for them. 
Swanson was married Sunday at Clayton 
to Miss Annie Wiliams of ton, Io. 
‘They had come to St. Louis with a party of 
four others, intending to get married Fri- 
day. Swanson was under the influence of 
knockout drops until 4 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing and the wedding had to be postponed. 
The ceremony took place Sunday. 
' The inquest over the body of Bullock was 
begun Monday by Deputy Coroner Freud- 
enstein. 
Neither Sheriff Hencoken nor Deputy Han- 
son appeared at the coroner’s office Mon- 
day morning, although ‘Deputy Coroner 
Freudenstein says that he requested their 
presence. Dr. Freudenstein says that both 
will be subpenaed as witnesses and that 
the inquest will be prolonged umtil thely 
give their testimony. 

The firet witness called Monday morn- 
ing was Dr. J. E. Phillipe of the ssouri 
Baptist Sanitarium, where Bullock was 
taken after he was shot. His testimony 
was that he had attempted to gain a state- 
ment from Bullock regarding who did the 
shooting, but was unsuccessful, the wound- 
ed man evading the questions. 

The witnesses who have been summoned 
are: Dr. J. B. Phillips, Patrolmen O'Brie 
Beerman, Healey, Rice and Daugherty, an 
John Pound, conductor of thé street oar 
on which Bullock was taken to the hos- 


pital.

Ex-Mayor of Charlottesville, Va., Con- 
tinues to Deny That He Killed His 
Wife in Their Home, but Relatives 
Insist That He Did. 


)| SERVANTS’ STORY IS STRONG 
EVIDENCE AGAINST HIM 


Tragedy Occurred After the Couple 
Had Returned From Church—Man 
Adheres to First Story That Both 
Were Attacked by Burglars. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


indictment of ex-Mayor J. Samuei McCue 
on the charge of murdering his wife in the 
bathroom of their home, has marked 
another point in the progress of probably 
the most sensational case in this section 
of Virginia. 

The belief in the guilt of the ex-mayor 
has been eo strong at times that there was 
talk of lynching him. His formal indict- 
ment and the certainty of an early trial 
j has caused this talk to subside. 

McCue had been only 10 days out of office 
when his charming wife was shot and 
beaten to death in their house, the secen 
of the city’s most aristocratic social func- 
tions. He was stfll one of Charlottesville’s 
foremost citizens, wealthy, an officer of 
his church, and generally respected. His 
wife came from one of the best families of 
Virginia. She had borne him four chil- 
dren, all of whom are living, the eldest 
being 18, and one daughter verging on 
womanhood. The pathetic certainty in the 
minds of these children that their father 
had no part in this crime is all that now 
a many of his old friends faithful to 

im. 

There is only circumstantial evidence 
upon which to convict him—the mayor was 
present, but. claims to have been rendered 
unconscious by the assassin’s first blow, 
and revived only to find his wife dead. 
They had returned from the evening service 
at their church. The mayor’s own account 
of the tragedy prior to his arrest will serve 
to give an idea of the scene in the McCue 
residence before and after the — com- 
mission. 


MAN TELLS HIS STORY. 

“Mrs. MéCue and I got home from 
church at about 10 o'clock,” he said. “We 
went at once to our rooms on the upper 
floor and prepared to retire. The gas 


had been turned down. I turned it up and 
sat down to read a newspaper. My wife 
undressed and laid her clothing on a chair. 
She was oy for bed when I went over 
to my chiffonier and began to undress. I 
took off my coat and collar amd was re- 
moving my negligee shirt when I suddenly 
noticed a strange man moving toward me. 
The gas had been turned low again. There 
had been two burglaries in our house, and 
I kept one of my fowling pieces loaded 
im a corner of the room. I rushed for the 

n with my shirt partly over my head. 

he man rushed toward me. I felt a crash- 
ing blow on the side of my head and be- 
came unconscious. 

“I don’t know how long I was uncon- 
scious. When I came to was dazed. I 
looked around, but could not see well. I 
went down stairs in a confused state with 
the idea of calling for assistance over the 
telephone. I did not see my wife anywhere. 
I think I first called up my brother Frank, 
the doctor. Then I a. honed for friends 
—Mr. and Mrs. T. ‘illiams and Miss 
Williams It looked smoky in the hall. 
Then I called John, the colored stable boy, 
who slept i a room of the addition in the 
rear of the house. He came and I told 
him that somebody had nearly killed me, 
und I was afraid they had killed Mrs. Mc- 
Cue, as I did not see her anywhere. 

“When my brother and the Williamses 
came we searched the house. In the bath- 
room at the rear end of the hall on the 
bedroom floor we found my poor wife. 
She was in her nightdreas, in the bathtub, 
which was partly filled with water, In a 
sitting position. She was dead—with a 
gunshot wound in her bosom and a bruised 
head. My shotgun, which had been fired, 
lay on the floor, and in the bathroom was 
a baseball bat which belonged to my son. 


STORIES OF DISCORD. 


“My wife's nightdress was covered with 
blood. I took her in my arms, hoping she 
still lived, and carried her to her bed. The 
shirt which Il wore was covered with her 


blood.’ 

This was the account of the murder with 
which the whole city was familiar on the 
day of the funeral. There was nothin “7 
it which the neighbors or the stable a 
who were first on the scene, could contra: 
dict. Yet the attitude toward him of even 
the mayor's personal friends was curious 
in its lack of sympathy. He bore himseif 
as a grief-stricken husband of refined 
breeding should at the funeral of the wife 
so suddenly taken from him. No one could 
criticise his manner in an wer: Yet the 
majority of glances turn n him were 
| co and h suspicion in t em not well 
disguised. 

This was because it had been common 

ossip for a long time that the mayor and 

is wife did not lead a happy life together. 
Although apparently an affable man, he 
was known to have a quick temper. It 

was further an old story that Mrs. McCue 
had put up with his infidelities refrain- 
ing from seeking a divorce owing to the 
children. to whom both were passionately 
attached. These things, while much gos- 
siped about. did not affect McCue's social 
position or cause him to be relieved of his 
work as an officer of the Presbyterian 
Ch rch. 

yy oey the funeral the coroner secured a 
jury and began a long a behind 
closed doors. There had arriv from a 
neighboring town a man who was ready ti 
name the murderer. This was Ernest B. 
Crawford. a brother of Mrs. McCue, who 
had for a long time up to a few months 
ago been a member of the mayor's family. 
He told the coroner's jury how on the 
night of the murder he had received a 


brief telephone message announcing his 


sister's death. Then publicly he author- 
ized all that the city had goasiped so Io 
ahbout—McCue's frequent acts of infidelity, 
how many times he had remained away 
from home for days together. his wife's} 
knowledge of the nature of the slights 
niaced wpon her. thetr frequent quarrels. 
Said this brother of the murdered woman:

For three or four minutes i could hear 
Mrs. McCue in there, crying aloud. I said 
to myself that she must, have news of a

SOUNDS OF A STRUGGLE. 

‘Pretty soon I heard loud voices. Then 
the sound of feet in the hall, and then 1 
heard a gun go off. It was kind of mutf- 
fled like when you fire a shotgun into 
something at short range. This scared me. 
I got up and dressed myself and pretty 
soon I heard McCue calling me. I went 
around the front way just as Policeman 
McGrath arrived. and we found Mrs. Me 
Cue’s body in the bathtub.’’ 

The colored boy was certain about the 
weeping. If Mrs. McCue had wept aloud 
for several minutes why had the mayor 
said nothing about it? After the weeping 
and before the shot there were sounds of 
feet in the hall. From the bathroom to the 
door of the front bedroom, occupied by Mr.

Since that time, she 
says, the man continued to come to the 
house, doing work about the place, for 
which he received small compensation. He 
was very attentive to Mrs. Treuth, but she 
never mentioned a second proposal of mar- 
riage to her niece.

Wing See came in after a little while, and 
when opened the package the opium 
was seized, and the two Chinamen were 
placed under surveillance and commanded 
to appear before United States District At- 
torney Dyer this morning. 

When the Chinamen appeared they were 
informed that, though they were not under 
arrest, they were under surveillance and 
would be expected to be near and give 
the custome officials every possible assist- 
ance in the investigation of the case.
